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b. Criteria 

(1) Agency employees who lose their lives • 
while serving their country in the field 
of intelligence would be eligible for 
consideration. 

(2) Employees may be either in a staff or 
contractual relationship. 

(3) Death may occur either in the foreign 
field or in the United States; however, 
the circumstances of death must be of 
an inspirational or heroic character. 

(4) The death must have occurred on or 
after 18 September 1947. 

c. Selection 


Before inclusion on the memorial, the circum- 
stances surrounding the death of an employee will 
be reviewed by the Honor and Merit Awards Boaa^cUTiMTi 
which will make its recommendation to the Director. 



4. Recommendation : It is requested that you approve 
the proposed plans for the memorial as outlined in paragraph 
3 above.

Subject: Memorial to Honor Agency Employees 

Who Have Died or Been Killed in the 
Line of Duty 


1. I have met with Ambassador Brown, Secretary 6£ 
the American Foreign Service Association, and discussed 
with him the criteria which the Association follows in 
determining which Foreign Service employees are to be 
commemorated. They are these: 

1. Americans who lose their lives abroad 
while in the Government service in the' field of 
foreign affairs would be eligible for consideration. 

2. The circumstances of death should be clearly 
of an inspirational or heroic character. 

3. 'No name would be entered on the plaque until 
at least one year after death or later than five years 
thereafter. 

2. A.F.S.A. considers that "inspirational" incluues, 
for example, instances of enemy action resulting in death. 

A woman who was murci e red. in Afganistan by bandits also 
qualified. Pestilence, disease, and earthquakes do not 
count, nor do airplane crashes of a routine operational" 
nature. Automobile deaths, even while travelling on 
official duty, do not qualify. 

3. The A.F.S.A. sticks closely to a concept of 
"special jeopardy": in other words , death must result 
from the individual’s being placed in unusual physical 
danger by virtue of his official duties. Put another way, 
a death which could have occurred in the United States in 
the normal course of events is not considered qualifying. 

4. The A.F.S.A. does no_t consider contract employees 
as eligible. They are planning to create a small memorial 
park between the Department and E Street which will 'have in 
it a plaque stating that the park commemorates those 
employees of the Foreign Service who died while in the 
service (as opposed to having given their life) . 

5. It has been suggested that our inscription read 
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'life' 


rather than "lives".
